WASHINGTON, BD. 
16..—A proup of Southern Demo- 
erats led by Senator Black of A)- 
abama and George of Georgia to- 
day won their fight to have the 
repaid portion of the 1980 south- 
eastern flood relief fund reappor- 
tioned and made immediately 
available for loans to farmers of 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida and the 
Carolinas, 

An amendment providing for the 
re-loan of these flood relief funds 
was tacked on the department of 
agriculture appropriation bill by 
the senate after Senators Black 
and George declared in speeches | 
that many farmers in Alabama and | 
Georgia would find it diffieult to | 
plant this year’s crops, unless the 
loan measure was re-enacted. Sen- 
ator Smith of South Carolina en 
tered the discussion to declare 
that many farmers in his state also | 
were in distress at this time, their 
troubles dating back, he said, to 
the severe flood of last spring. | 

Republican leaders of the house| 
objected to the senate amendment 
and the hiyse ealled for a confer- 
ence with the senate on the Black 
George proposal, After a spirited 
session, the house conferees finally 
yielded and agreed to a loan fund 
of $2,000,000 for the five South- 
ern States. This settlement came 
after Senator Black had served 
notice for the Democrats that this 
flood relief loan measure was a 
part of the Democratic relief pro- 
gram, and warned tbat the re- 
maining supply bills would en- 
counter hard sledding in the sen- 
ate unless this provision for South- 
ern farmers was made. 

Ratification of the conference 
report by both houses is a practi- 
eal certainty. The measure then 
will go to the White House for 
President Hoover’s signature, and 
the outlook is that the loan fund 
will be available within a week. 


Incidentally, this loan measure, 
when approved at the White 
House, will complete the senate

Since the establishment of a 
County Health Unit in Coffee 
County, the eradication and con- 
| trol of hookworm disease has been 
recognized one of our major 
problems, 

The unit has offered free labor- 
autory examination and free treat- 
ment for all who are found posi- 
tive for hookworms. During the 
last fifleen months, prior to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1981, 8,879 specimens 
were collected and sent to the 
State laboratory for examination, 
2,165 were found positive for 
hookworms and 2,077 individual 
treatments were given, 

To eradicate and control hook- 
worm disease, we must not only 
treat the individual ease, who 
serves as a carrier, but must build 
and maintain a sanitary system of 
disposal of human exereta to pre- 
vent the pollution of the soil and, 
thereby, the spread of this disease 
as well as all others spread in this 
manner, such as typhoid fever, dy- 
sentary, ete. 

The Health Department asks 
you, as an individual, to do your 
part in eradication and control of 
this disease and all other soil pol- 
lution diseases, and will be glad 
to assist you in planning the kind 
of sanitation that will best meet 
your needs.

It was explained 
that this amendment. had been 
made to give printers sufficient 
time to print ballots for the sec- 
ond primary. 

It also was amended to exempt 
certain county offices in Jefferson 
County from its provisions.

HOW TO FIGHT THE FLU 
| Plain common sense is the main 
lineredient of advice offered by 
Surveon General Hugh 8. Cum- 
}ming of the U, Health Service 
for the treatment and prevention 
of influenza, which has assumed 
the proportions of a mild epidemic 
in many parts of the country. 

He recommends plenty of sleep} 
and rest; simple diet, with large 
amounts of water, fruit juices, 
milk and hot soups; warm cloth 
ing; avoidance of contact with oth- 
ers who have colds; keeping in the 
open air as much as po sible, and 
avoiding the use of aleohol and 
stimulants of all sorts. 

Most ef the surgeon general's 
recommendations are merely 
sound rules of health which might 
l well be observed at any time, par- 
ticularly in winter, He also ad- 
vises awainst the use of any so- 
called preventives, such as sera, 


vaccines and other advertised nos- 
trums, which seem to have no value 


and may be harmful in this di- 
sense, <A doctor’s care and com* 
mon sense health rules are the on- 


ly proper treatment, 

Avoidance of aleohol and stimu- 
lants of all kinds should incluce 
elimination the most common 
lof all, coffee and tea. This ad- 
vice is consistent with the rest of 
the national health officers sug- 
eestions for building up the vital 
reserve power of the individual. 

Publie health services perform 
one of their most valuable fune- 
tions by pointing out to the public

Bach year Alabama farmers 
and truckers ship between 6,000 
and 8,000 cars of truck crops, re- 
ports I’, W. Gist, statistician of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
who gives figures showing that in 
1929 6,841 carloads were shipped, 
while in 1929 it amounted to 7,- 
465 cars, 

Fruits and vegetables shipped in 
1929 included 17 cars of apples, 
72 cars of string beans, 857 cars 
cabbage, 1 car canteloupes, 795 
vars cucumbers, 485 cars oranges, 
81 cars peaches, 152 cars pears, 
618 cars sweet potatoes, 1,544 
cars white potatoes, 88 cars turn- 
ips, 1,854 ears strawberries, 105 
cars mixed vegetables and 722 
cars of watermelons. 

Baldwin is the leading cucum- 
ber, sweet and white potato ship- 
ping county in the State, while 
Mobile County leads in shipping 
cabbage, oranges, pears, and mix- 
ed vegetables.

Burning New. Ground 
Is Damaging To Soil 


Fire drives nitrogen out of the 
soil, says Colonel Page S, Bunker, 
State Forester. This chemical i 
one that plant life ctannot pos 
ly do without, and it happens to 
be the only one of the principal 
substances required by plants that 
fire completely destroys. Most of 
the others are found in the Ashes 
of the burned vegetable materia},

Thousands of farmers will 


preparing new ground for cultiva 
tion during February and March, 
Burning is a convenient way 
get rid of down timber, stump: 
and wood debris. However, it 
much better to pile th 
compactly before burning than to 
set fire to the entire tract. In the 
former way most of the ground 
can be spared from the heat of 
the fire and the nitrogen will thus 
remain in the soil. 

Naturally, fires used in clearing 
new ground should not be allowed 
to spread to other areas, especial- 


ly the higher ground about the 
fields. Nitrogen and other  ele- 


ments of fertility do not remain 
entirely where they first becoine 
a part of the soil. The subsur- 
face water drainage dissolves much 
of these materials and carries 
them to the lower ground where 
they add to the richness of the 
cultivated areas. If the uplands 
are burned off the lowlands lose 
a great deal of the fertility which 
they otherwise would acquire in 
this manner.

Mrs. Willie Kindred 
Is Held For Murder 


Mrs. Willie Kindred is being 
held in the Pike County jail on a 
charge of murder. She is charg- 
ed with slaying G. A. Kindred, 
prominent farmer of the Saco 
community in the extreme north- 
ern portion of the county Satur- 
day night at about eight o'clock. 
She was arrested by Sheriff Pleas 
Nichols and Deputy Fitts and 
lodged in jail about two o’clock 
Sunday morning. 

There are many rumors as to the 
cause of the killing, but this paper 
is unahle to determine which, if 
any, of the rumors are true. 

A representative of this paper 
sought an interview with Mrs. 
Kindred, but could not prevail 
upon her to give us her version 
of the fatal shooting. ; 

Mrs. Kindred, age about 80, is 
the wife of Willie Kindred, at 
whose home the tragedy occurred. 
It is said that Willie Kindred is 
a nephew of the deceased and was 
reared from a small child by him, 
Mrs. Kindred is the mother of 
fo yr children, their ages being 
nine, six, four and two years. 

Tt is said that a full charge of 
a shotgun entered the face and 
chest of Mr. Kindred, who was 
about 55 years of age, causing in- 
stant death. Coroner Leroy Rhodes 
investigated the shooting shortly 
after it was reported to him.—
